S/L Binning said that the 
reason he told these things was to 
stress two points—first that the lads 
were made of good stuff and never 
failed despite the arduous tasks, and 
second that they have gone through all 
manner of experiences and will require 
understanding when they get home. 

Mrs. Daisy Price, the Noble Grand, 
thanked Mr. Binning for his address, 
and C. A. Coutts did likewise for the 
Odd Fellows. The meeting closed with 
the singing of God Save the King.
